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DR. E.G. HIRSCH 
DYING, DOCTORS 
TELL FAMILY 


Dr. Emil G. Hirsch, for years pas 
tor of Sinai Congregation, 46th street 
and Grand boulevard, and one of the 
leading pulpit orators and scholars of 
the country, was reported dying this 
morning. Members of his family were 
summoned to hig bedside at his home 
at 4608 Drexel boulevard earlier in the 
evening, when physicians in attend- 
ance announced that they had aband- 
oned hope for his recovery. They were 
told that Dr.- Hirsch, who is seventy- 
one years old, could not live through 
the night. 

Drs. Isaac A. Abt, Otto Schmidt, and 
Solomon Strouse, all of whom have 
been in attendance on Dr. Hirsch, held 
a consultation shortly before midnight. 
They then announced their conclusion 
to the members of the family and left 
the residence. 

Dr. Hirsch has been confined to his 
bed for several days. He was absent 
from his pulpit last Sunday, and on 
Jan. 3 it was first announced that he

“Thorax—The most of the ribs, to- 
gether with the right clavicle and 
breast plate [sternum] are fractured 
and dislocated. -The first eight ribs on 
the right side present fractures regu- 
larly at the angles posteriorly, while 
the first six ribs of this side present 
in. addition fractures anteriorly and 
near their costal junction. 

“On the left side the first seven 
ribs are broken from their costal junc- 
tion, and the tseventh rib in addition is 
fractured at its posterior angle- 

Breast Plate Broken In. 

“The breast plate shows that the 
manebritum is dislocated from its 
costal attachment and its union with 
its middle portion.

“The flesh, ineluding the skin, while 
in an advanced state of on, 
is intact and the nature ahd relations 
of component parts are readily dif- 
ferentiated.

Closer inspection 
shows that these organs were removed 
by an excision with some sharp cutting 
instrument, as evidenced by the rela- 
tively smooth remaining skin edges. 

“The skeletal muscles and tendons 
throughout the body are in compara- 
tively good condition and, in conse- 
quence, readily recognized. Their con- 
sistency is flabby, but not friable. It 
is noteworthy that the muscles and 
other soft tissues are entirely free from 
microscopic evidence of gas and not 
filled with fluid except in the deeper 
parts, particularly those of the thigh, 
buttocks, and shoulders. However, in 
these. situations it is only moderately 
in excess, 

‘Blood Had Been Drained. 

“One of the striking features is the 
paleness of the muscles, indicating 
scarcity of the blood within the ves- 
sels, except in certain adjacent 
to bone injuries and where direct trau- 
matism has occurred. These areas are 
noticeable in the soft tissues of the 
arms, forearms, thighs, legs, chest wall, 
and back.

LAUSANNE, Jan. 6.-—The Near 
East peace conference is still alive but 
it received two severe jolta today. 
French and Italian delegates were pes- 
simistic tonight. 

The first jolt came when Riza Nur 
Bey, the gecond Turkish delegate, 
bolted a meeting of the committee on 
minortties and the entire Turkish dele- 
gation backed up his letter and sar- 
castic remarks in a letter to the allied 


delegates. 
Ismet Pasha handed out the secund 


| jolt when he told the allies that the 


“key to peace” was in their hands. 
This was in reply to Lord Curzon’s 


ence, refused to reconsider his prev- 
ious position on the juridic régime, 
and the chief British delegate told him 
to “go home and tifink it over.” 

The Turk leader told the conference 
that the allied proposal for mixed 
tribunals was incompatible with Turk- 
ish sovereignty and that Turkey coypid 
not tolerate foreign judges under any 
circumstances. He asserted foreigners 
must live under the same laws as the 
Turks if they wished to come to Tur- 
key, declaring the Turks could not 
submit to a special régime. 

Lord Curzon at the last meeting 
of the conference declared if the Turks 
did not recon&ider their position and 
suggest something constructive to the 
conference’ on this point he saw no 
need for going on. Lord Curzon today 
remarked that unless some decision is 
reached on the disputed point he saw 
no hope of any treaty of peace and 
again asked the Turks to reconsider. 
Ismet answered immediately. saying 
that the Turkish reply was final. 

Breaks Up Armenian Session. 

Riza Nur Bey, second Turkish dele- 
gate, broke up the final session of 
the subcommission on minorities this 
morning when he walked out of the 
room, refusing to hear any further 
discussion on the question of an Ar- 
menian national home, The Turks 
had listened to two speeches on the 
subject, one by a British expert and 
one by an Italian expert. Then fhey 
demanded the floor, though it was the 
turn of M. De La Croix, the French 
expert, and, after a skirmish, during 
which Riza Nur Bey raised his voice 
several times and threatened to leave, 
he finally was given his own way. 
The other delegates described his atti- 
tude as most Insolent.

WOMEN URGED TO 


PAY MORE HEED, 


TO LABOR LAWS 


Women should watch the details of 
legislative bills with the same care 
that they use when watching domestic 
details of cooking, sweeping and dust- 


ing, Miss Laura Miller, national W. C. 
T. U. director of “Women in Indus- 
try,” told delegates to the Mississippi 
valley industrial conference at its clos- 
ing session yesterday at the City club. 

“Women,” said Miss Miller, “are 
supposed to be good at watching de- 
tail, yet action of the women on indus. 
trial laws in many Mississippi valley 
states suggests that women were not 
100 per cent on the job when women’s 
laws were worded. 

“ There is no more reason why lead- 
ing women of any state should bring 
forth crippled, foundling laws than 
they should bear crippled, doorstep 
children. The Smith-Hughes act in 
Lilinois had all enforcement teeth taken 
out of it in the 1921 legislature, and 
not one of the women voters seems to 
have paid any attention.” 

Urging a constitutional ‘amendment 
regarding child labor, Mrs. Plorence 
Kelley, general secretary of the Na 
tional Consumers’ league, under whose 
auspices the conference was held, de- 
clared that “children have no votes. 
no organizations, no wisdom drawn 
from experience of life,” but that any 
legislation for them would be “for 
the good of all the people.”

Imported dynastic affiliation and entanglements 
played their part in Russian history, but the artifi- 
ciality, the forced and factitious character of these 
incidents, momentous as they often were in the 
fortunes of the Russian people, was well and per- 
haps finally illustrated in the French alliance and 
the entrance of Russia into the war against Ger- 
_ ‘Yet there was a core of truly Russian interest 
‘and tendency even in this alliance, because German 
and Austrian ambition, ever growing in power, had 
placed itself in the path of the Russian hope of 
access to the Mediterranean. 

‘That was under the régime of capitalist imperial- 
ism, as Lenin would put it. But observe the move- 
ments of Russian policy under the dictatorship 
of the proletariat and communist internationalism. 
Moscow has tried to mix in the squabble with 

‘Kemal over the control of the-straits. There now 
appears the scheme for the absorption under a 
federal scheme, which, we predict confidently, will 
be centralized more completely than our own na- 
tional] state, of the independent republics of the 
Caucasus, which Russian bolshevism has invaded 

and mastered. And along the borders of India rises 
| again Adam-Zad, the Bear. Let the new states 
along the Baltic take heed of this. Their turn will 
surely come. 

Watch Russian foreign policy if you wish to 
know what Russia means and do not be deceived 
by the phrases of statesmen. Whether they are 
the forms of the old diplomacy which dressed itseif 
in the lace and smal! sword of western tradition or 
the jargon of the communist internationale, they 
are the voice of immemorial Russia. Trotzky talks 
of a power which will punish the hateful bour- 
geoisie of America when the proletarian revolu- 
tion directed from Moscow has swept Europe. The 
phrases are Marxian, the threat is Russia, is Asia, 
the growl of Adam-Zad. The cant of the doctrinaire 
ghould not deceive Europe or America. Through 
the woods and plains of the north, along the shores 
and éver the mountains to the southern seas, 
acrogs the passes Which centuries ago echoed with 
the hoof beat of Genghis’ wild riders, into the ter- 
raced lands of pacifist China, the real Russia 
marches in spirit and will march if it can in body. 

A committee, dominated by one man or at most 
a handful of men, rules the Russian millions. It 
is a despotism like its predecessors in Russia. Asia 
does not give birth to free governments. It is the 
bome of autocracies and the Russian people are 
Asiatics in this. The czarist tyranny grew senile 
and power was seized by a new master and his 
court. The change was in pretense and name. The 
immemorial habit of submission remained, only 
the master was new. Russia can be used as a 
weapon by her master of today or tomorrow, pro- 
vided he obeys the voice of Russia's profound in- 

stinct. Russia is a menace to western civilization 
because her people are Asiatic in soul, because they 
accept any master, and because in spite of their 
acceptance the impulse of expansion, whether by 
glacial advance or ponderous assault, will pen- 
erate and dominate his policy. ! 

The time may come when American doughboys | 
go over the top with the Tommies and Frogs and | 
Boches of yesteryear to throw back another flood 
of Asin as Europeans did at Marathon and Tours 
and Vienna. 

Rivalries and rancors have brought occidental 
civilization low. If the spirit of peace and com- 
mon restoration cannot appear soon in Europe the 
@ream of Asiatic domination will, perhaps, come

AMERICAN PATIENCE WITH 
EUROPE. 


Secretary Hughes in his speech at New Haven 
before the American Historical society referred to 


the fact that the United States had not been paid 


for the expenses of. the army on the Rhine, The 
army was kept there, and part of it unfortunately 
still is there, because the allies and the Germans 
wanted it there. 

The payment of the forces of occupation was 
made a first charge upon money paid over by 
Germany. The maintenance of the other armies 
on the Rhine has been met by money paid over by 
Germany, but the United States has not been paid. 

Burope asks the United States for coéperation, 
‘but Americans feel that they are not treated fairly 
when they do codperate. They cannot help feeling 
that wherever America enters European affairs it 
will be imposed upon and will be unable to protect 
itself. That is the basis for a great deal of the 
American desire for complete isolation. 

From the entrance of America into the war to 
the present the United States has been the giver 
without asking for a material return end the con- 
cord which ought to exist is hurt by the conclu- 
sions the American is forced to draw from what he 
knows of acts in Europe. : 

America resents being called the Shylock of 
nations because it does not cancel obligations, 
some of which were contracted after the armistice. 
It resents being treated now with disparagement 
and then with duplicity. 

Americans do not like to be chided and berated 
for alleged breaking of nonexistent moral obliga- 
tions by nations which do not deal faithfully with 
plain contractual obligations. 

American disillusionment undoubtedly has been 
damaging to the well being of the world, but the 
responsibility is upon the people who changed an 
enthusiastically credulous country into a skeptical 
one. The Versailles treaty destroyed American 
hope in an altered Europe and subsequent events 
dispelied the idea that the United States would be 
given any fair or generous consideration in Europe. 

In so small a particular as the American request 
that in one small island of the Pacific, where Japan 
gathered in so many, the United States be given a 
preference there was rebuff and disappointment. 

America found that when wars of aggression 
followed the peace the United States was expected 
to organize relief, to harbor refugees, to give its 
money, and even to break down its safe immigra- 
tion laws to remedy the damages done by intrigue. 
With all its patience, it finds its only compensa- 
tion is in being called a slacker. 

The effect of this management of affairs upon 
the American temperament has been to create 
opinion and sentiment hostile to codperation with 
powers which the American thinks he cannot trust 
for fair dealing. 

Something would be done to improve that situa- 
tion if the nations which say they need American 
coSperation would give evidence of asking for it 
in a fair spirit. They cannot continue to establish 
distrust in the American mind and hope for much 
from American leadership. 


SALUBRIOUS LOS ANGELES. 


Two or three Chicagoans who do not fully appre 


ciate the advantages offéred them by life in sunny 


California, particularly in Los Angeles, a suburb 
of Hollywood, have favored us with clippings from 
Los Angeles newspapers dealing with the horrors 
of Chicago, or any eastern climate, at this time of 
year. 

We hadn’t noticed it so painfully ourselves, but 
we are not so sensitive to climate as those who 
have become accustomed to the atmospheric .and 
verbal inspiration of southern California's warm 
airs. Here we work for a living. It is old fash- 
ioned, and perhaps even crude. There is nothing 
esthetic about an ear muff, or even a steam ra- 
diator or a revolving door. But they have their 
uses, and we struggle along. If we are good citi- 
zens we may go to Los Angeles when we die, or 
perhaps even a little before we die. 

Some of our good people have gone there already 
and roughly imposed steam heating systems and 
revolving doors in Los Angeles hotels. But that 
is because they have been depraved by eastern 
rigors and are unable to appreciate a perfectly 
walubrious climate, It ig not for the native sons 


A SOCIALIST RECANTS. 
The former editor of the Appeal to Reason, a 
leading Socialist organ for many years which 
has just passed away, makes the following signifi- 
cant confession of faith: 


fastitutional reforms. I am an individualist, not a 
communist or a collectivist, I believe the improve- 
ment of man lies in the man, in the individual and 
not in the mass.”

For he has reached at 
last the root of the matter. We do not agree with 
‘him quite, for we think humanity, or perhaps we 
ought to say human beings, may be helped by insti- 
tutional reforms. Not to the degree that self-styled 
radicals think they can be helped but in some 
degree. Reforms at best are nev@ clear gains but 
are purchased at sacrifice of merits or advantages 
in the institutions or methods they replace or alter. 
They are often.a step back instead of a step for- 
ward and’ always raise evils in offset to whatever 
betterment they achieve. 

But all this is inherent in human progress. Re- 
férm is an optimistic term for that process of per- 
petual readjustment which life imposes, We may 
doubt the reality of progress through institutional 
reforms but not the persistence of change and the 
necessity of constant readjustment. To this proc- 
eas those who look below the surface of appear- 
ances may be disposed to apply the familiar com- 
ment of the French peasant who was shown a 
chameleon, “The more it changes, the more it is 
the samme’ thing.” For the buik of alleged reforms 
and their effect upon essential things this is true. 
But if we take a perspective long enough—in fact, 
a view of the whole known course of conscious life 
on the globe—it is possible to discern a movement 
we can confidently call progress, and if institutional 
changes are not catuises they are at any rate effects 
of this movement and sometimes have significance 
as evidence of ft. 

But an observer of life who takes a comprehen- 
sive view learns as he goes along that large 
schemes of reform, calling themselves radical but 
directed. at rearrangeménts in the mechanism of 
society, are certain to disappoint, and he will turn 
more and more to study the individual and away 
from projects for improvement in the mass. He 
will see through schemes of reorganization of so- 
ciety such as doctrinaires offer, and realize that 
human society and its institutions are an evolution 
of experience, not an invention of theorists. The 
reformer who draws his blue print of social organi- 
zation has his uses, for he stimulates thought, and 
that is essential] to the progress of the individual. 
But his biue print will not work as he thinks it will.

[INDIANA STARTS 
A CAMPAIGN FOR 
TREES ON ROADS 


Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 6.—A drive 
for 70,000 miles of tree lined highways 
in Indiana was started today by 
Charles C, Deam, state forester. Deam 
urged persons living along public high- 
ways to plant trees along all road- 
sides, both as a means of reforestation 
and beautifying the roads, 

Gov. McCray and state highway of- 
ficials favor trees along state roads, 
and frequently the commission has di- 
rected its engineers to curve roads 
slightly where it would not cause in- 
terference with traffic. 

Eleven million trees could be planted 
along Indiana roads, Deam said. This 
is equivalent to 100,000 acres of forest 
timber. These trees in fifty years 
would produce about 2,500,000 feet of 
lumber, which at present figures would 
be worth $2,000,000 on the stump. 

Deam said he favors walnut or hick- 
ory trees because of thé quality of the 
wood and because they would yield a 
profit in nuts.

Congress Is Puzzl ed by 


New Tests. 


Washington, D. C.. Jan. 6.—[Spe- 
cial.j]—Radical changes in the immi- 
gration system will be strongly urged 
upon the next congress before the ex- 
piration of the 3 per cent restriction 
law June 30, 1924. 

That rigid restriction of immigra- 
tion will be continued is not doubted. 
The administration, however, will 
direct its efforts toward the establish- 
ment of a system of careful selection 
of the permitted quotas from the 
hordes of foreigners seeking to migrate 
to our shores. 

As a result of the hearings this week 
held by the house immigration com- 
mittee on bills proposing the admission 
of aliens in excess of established 
quotas to relieve the shortage of com- 


*imon labor and the admission of war 


refugees, it is apparent that if the 
expiring session of this congress takes 
any action at al) it will be of an 
emergency and transitory, not a funda 

mental character. | 


_ Pails to Make Selection. 


The general criticism from adminis. | 
tration sources is that while the 3 per 
cent law is holding down the volume 
of immigration; it falls far short of 
effectiveness in aiding desirable and 
preventing undesirable classes of for- 
eigners to migrate to the United 
States. 

At the very beginaing of the process 
of immigration, the iaw is defective, 
according to Secretary of Labor Davis, 
in requiring the prospective immigrant 
to obtain a passport from his govern- 
ment. That enables foreign govern- 


ments to determine in the first instance | 
and 


which shall not be permitted to migrate i$ 


which citizens or subjects shall 


to America. 

Some European nations have taken 
advantage of this provision to facili- 
tate the departure of undesirable 
classes of their populations for Amer- 
ica by granting such persons pass- 
ports, while keeping the desirable 
classes at home by refusing passports. 

This complaint is made against 
Poland and Roumania particularly. 


According to the department of labor | 


both the Polish and Roumanian gov- 
ernments restricted the issuance of 
passports conspicuously to persons 
deemed undesirable. 


Grants One Way Passports. 

Roumania even went so far as to 
iasue a passport to undesirables, which 
could be. used going to but not return. 
ing from America. Once out of Rou- 
mania they could not get back, even 
when rejected at ports of 
entry. The United States put a stop 
to that procedure by ng to rec- 
ognize such passports. 

Instead of requiring the ‘immigrant ' 
to present a passport viséd by an 
American consul, the law, Mr. Davis 


suggests, should require only a :con- 
sular certificate. Then the foreign 
sovernment would not be required by 


nd law to pass on the immigrant 


Presa Harding has recommended 
| lo congress the establishment’ of a 
system of examining prospective im- 
| migrants abroad as a means of furth- 
ering the selection of more desirable 
classes of aliens to add to our popu- 
lation. 

Offers Change in Policy. 

A tentative bill being drafted. by 
Secretary Davis to carry out the Pres. 
ident’s recommendations proposes that 
instead of 3 per cent of the alien popu. 
lation of 1910, ag the present law pro- 
vides, the limitation be fixed at one 
half of 1 per cent for all countries, pro- 
vided that immigrants up to 3 per 
cent will be admitted from such na- 
tions as permit American examination 
of the immigrants on their native soil. 

Foreign countries steadfastly have 
refused to allow the United States to 
examine immigrants at ports of de. 


| parture on the ground that the exercise 


of that function by ancther nation 

would be an invasion of sovereignty. 
The theory of the tentative Davis 

bill is that in order to obtain the 3 per 


cent quota, a foreign nation would re. 
quest American examination of immi- 
grants within its jurisdiction. This 
view of the matter and of the feasibil. 
ity of overseas examination is not 


shared by the chairmen of the immi- 
gration committees of congress. 

Al present ‘the only overseas check 
on immigration by this country is the 
exercise of the authority vested in con- 
suis to refuse to visa the passports 
of politically undesirable aliens seek | 
ing to enter the United States. 

This practice was resorted to as a 
war necessity of mutual benefit to ex- 
isting governments, but does not ex 
tend to the withholding of visas for 
other causes. A consul may and does 
warn an intending immigrant if his 
chance of admission under the terms of 
the immigration law obviously is slim 
or nonexistent, but he may not with- 
hold the visa if the alien insists on 
trying his luck with the immigration 
inspectors on this side, provided his 
civic fitness is not in question. 

Attempts to extend these powers to 
include direct action in examination 
and selection of immigrants have been 
consistently objected to by France, 
Italy and other foreign governments.

“ At a period when so many of our 
newest and finest buildings, both pub- 
lic and otherwfse, are being faced with 
Bedford stone, it is, I think, not amiss 
to discuss the advisability of cleaning 
such types of buildings. 

“Owners of large office buildings 
faced with terra cotta do not consider 
it other than a wise investment to 
wash down terra cotta at least once a 
year, and in the outlying sections the 
owners of apartment buildings and resi- 
dences do not consider it other than 
wisdom to have the stone facades 
cleaned by sand blast or other means. 

“ Yet, strange to say, our finest build- 
ings are allowed to become so black- 
ened with smoke that even the clever- 
est person can not say just what the 
materia] is, whether granite, .Bedford 
stone, or marble.

In connec- 
tion with consumption, it is pointed out that 
there was a somewhat different demand in 
1922 than in previous years. The ship- 
building industry, for instance, took less 


than 1 cent of last year’s output, agri- 
cultural consumption 4 per cent, and exports 
about 7 per cent. These totals are much 
less than normally expected. On the other 
hand, the railroads of the country consumed 
about 22 per cent of the total, buildings and 
other construction 15 per cent; automobiles. 
10 per cent; food containers, 4 per cent; and 
all other uses, 28 per cent.

All signs in both the business and the indus- 
trial world point to higher wages and prices 
in the near future. The movement toward 
higher prices started in the early part of last 
year and this was followed by demands for 
higher wages on the part of labor. Wages 
advanced only moderately at first, but when 
the striking coal miners returned to work in 
the late summer at the peak wages of the 
after-war boom, demands for increased wages 
arose in all industries and advances of as 
much as 20 per cent were granted in many 
industries. Since then the movement of 
prices, as shown by the various commodity 
index numbers, has gone still higher. Where 
price advances are announced the cause given 
is higher wages and where higher wages are 
demanded the cause given is the increase in 
the cost of living.

Utilizing Wall Space. 

The mode! kitchen in the architect's 
home is wonderful in the number of 
closets it contains. If I remembe® 
rightly there are sixteen. A num- 
ber of the shallow ones might be called 
wall insets. It is wonderful what 
may be done by utilizing just. the 
lepth of wall between rooms to make 
a kitchen convenient with closets like 
that called the medicine cabinet, built 
‘into the bathroom, and in the kitchen 
carried to the ceiling to provide am- 
ple storeroom. 

In that kitchen there is a cool cor- 
ner for the ice box, with cool and 
deep closets for vegetables and fruits. 
Near the dining room door there is 
a closet for the small pieces of glass 
‘ike cups and tumblers and other items 
tnat cannot be. stacked like plates, 
but must have a sort of floor (shelf) 
space or a hanging place, for the 
cups. But the sink is in the middle 
of the floor and though it has drain 
boards of marble, it somehow spoils 
he room for me. 

My idea of the place for a sink—I 
give it freely, for I have been asked 
not a few times to give my idea of 
a model kitchen—is under or before 
a window. I have seen such a sink 
in the merest leanto of a kitchen and 
it made me love the room. The out- 
‘ook was charming. A young college 
voman had by rearranging changed 
an inconvenient little space somewhat 
like a shed into a.room as charming 
as some similar places in old monas- 


teries. 
Window Over the Sink. 


One window for the sink and an- 
other to sit by, to pick over beans 
and to do all such work, from the side 
of which should extend brackets for 
pots of parsley, platters of the quick 
growing mustard and cress, the borage 
bottle, and other green things that do 
so much to make a kitchen wholesome 
and bright, are, to my mind, ideal, and 
three would not be objectionable. 

Mrs. Alice Ames Winter, a graduate 
of Wellesley college, has an article in 
the Ladies’ Home Journal for last Aug- 
ust entitled “How I Planned My Kitch- 
en,} which is most interesting, al- 
though the one illustration given can- 
not do it justice. Of the window over 
the sink. she says it looks “ right over 
the hollyhocks and the larkspurs of 
the garden, the sight of which can 
mitjgate the one monotonous and 
dreary feature of kitchen life—namely, 
the ever recurrent washing of dishes.” 

Radiator Warms Dishes. 

Anvther item in this article is sug- 
gestive, although what is said of both 
the kitchen and pantry sinks is all of 
value. Thisis: “One small device that 
has proved successful was the placing 
of the radiator that heats the kitchen 
on the wall above the right hand drip 
board and running down it the rod on 
which kitchen towels hang, thus dry- 
ing them quickly.” 

I am not sure I should like that, but 
I have seen in one most pleasant kitch- 
en. a radiator that was almost like a 
series of three shelves, a wonderful 
p. te on which to keep dishes warm, a 
place for clothes just ironed if they 
needed to be dried a little further, etc. 
Can anything be much more hateful 


hardly know what to do. 

For my own part, there is one thing 
I would have that I think no one that 
I have heard of seems to care for to 
an equal extent. It is a long counter, 
high enough to work over in preparing 
all dishes for table service, for holding 
soiled dishes for which there is never 
enough room on the dripping boards of 
the sink if as many as three courses 
are served, and, above all, to give space 
enough while you stand before it so 
that you feel that you have elbow 
room. It should be at least twice as 
long as the counter on any kitchen 
cabinet, and higher. Not one thing 
should have a permanent storage space 
on it. The builders of our modern 
kitchens do not realize how much stor- 
age room a kitchen needs if we are to 
have a permanent place for everything 
and everything in its place. 

There is one rather ever present 
thing in the modern city kitchen that 
causes thousands of women a mild or 
acute despair. It is hardly pleasanter 
to talk about the insect that will infest 
beds, given a chance, but the cock- 
roach makes fifty chances for itself 
where the other vermin makes one. I 
have had lately a number of complaints 
about this endlessly troublesome and 
impolite thing to mention, 


The men hired to care for buildings 
come in and cover us with a hateful 
and dirty dust which soon loses its vir 
tue, and before they make their rounds 
again the prolific cockroach has made 
a happy hunting ground of our kitchen 
and we dare not leave it for five min- 
utes if any food is there cooling or for 
any reason exposed. As long as one 
cockroach remains we must fight and 
root him out often from the strangest 
of nooks. He will climb the stove 
splasher while you are cooking, and if 
he can get an overhead perch where

dram of phosphorus with two ounces of 
water in a stone jar; set this in hot wm 
ter until the phosphorus is melted, then 
pour into a quart or half gallon pan 
containing one-fourth pound melted 
lard. Stir up quickly, and put in one 
half pound of fine sugar and one-half 
pound of flour made into a stiff paste. 
Make the paste into small balls about 
the size of small English walnuts, put 
them about wherever you find the cock- 
roaches, and fill up all cracks and 
holes with the paste. They will eat it 
and die by hundreds.” 


Remember, this is poison! If only a- 


few cockroaches aré to be seen in a 
kitchen4t is undoubtedly more sensible 
to buy the proprietary article and not 
have the trouble of mixing this waste 
ful quantity. The space around water 
pipés may be small, but a bug can get 
through it; herefore put the paste 
there especially. ‘

which mice can retreat, open it up if 
you can, It is astonishing how they 
will stay away if their retiring place 
is taken away from them.

Encouraging the Drama. 


Social life here is not all given up 
to opera, balls, bridge, and raising 
money for charities. There are many 
groups of people who are interested in 
developing various of the new ideas in 
the world. Those who study and en- 
courage the drama have for many 
years, both here and in Europe, ex- 
perimented in making a place for that 
phase of this ancient and important 
art which makes its appeal chiefly to 
the high caste Brahmins, those who 
like subtle plays produced for a few 
enlightened souls in congenial sur- 
roundings. 


There have been little theaters start- 
ed in most of the principal capitals on 
this and the other side of the Atlantic. 
In Chicago the movement took shape 
nearly a generation ago, when the then 
Mrs. Harold McCormick, Arthur Aldis, 
Arthur Bissell, and others founded 
what its promoters called the Play- 
house in Van Buren street. It is still 
a playhouse and is known as the Cen- 
tral theater. Allan Pollock is giving 
interesting répertorie pieces there now. 


Crystal Herne was its principal star 
in ‘this original company and Donald 
Robertson its impresario. Its life was 
not long, though its aim was high. 
Perhaps the cynic will see in this cause 
and effect. It followed in time by 
such well known ventures as the Lit- 
tle theater in the Fine Arts building 
(with Maurice Browne and his wife at 
the helm), the Aldis players at Lake 
Forest, the many excellent productions 
of the members of the Arts club, and 
last year the North Shore players ar- 
rived on the scene. 

From the beginning Mr. and Mrs. 
Arthur Aldis have been enthusiastic 
advocates and supporters of the under- 
lying idea, which is that there is an 
audience for plays that are literature 
and of merit in themselves and not 
mere vehicles for actors and actresses. 
And they were more or less in one these 
various ventures in some capacity. 
Mrs. Aldis has been in turn both an 
actress, a trainer of others, and a 
writer of plays. 

In still further pursuit of this idea she 
has written a play called “ The Will of 
the People,” which is to be produced
